SINCE THE appointment of Leslie Hore- 
Belisha in 1987, we have heard his praises sung with 
continuous and unabated regularity. Have. we mot 
been told in speeches of his fellow Cabinet Ministers, 
and others prominent in the affairs of State, by news- 
papers, both British and Canadian that his work and 
_ organizing ability has been by long odds the most efti- 
elent and progressive of any Minister of War the British 
Isles has seen since Haldane. This week we learn 
that he has resigned his high office. 


This resignation was so abrupt and un- 
expected that |t can, be interpreted a» nothing less 
than a curt dismissal, despite the polite published cor- 
Trespondence which passed between the ex-War Minister 
and the Prime Minister. It may be that the people of 
Britain are not entitled to an explanation, but it seems 
to us that Canada as a member of the Anti-Hitler combin- 
ation is entitled to know the why and wherefore of its 
senior partner’s action. Only by full explanation of 
the others’ doings in regard to the matter in hand, do 
partners get along, and when a Minister who is not 
much less responsible for the re-organization of our own 
forces than the British Army is dismissed in the manner 


Witnessed this week, we feel we are entitled to ask 
questions, We ask the question. WHY? 


Sanity in War Financing 


Canada’s forthcoming war loan can readily 
be expected. to match the pattern of financial policy 
that will be universally recognized. as sound, and 
one that reflects the fenefits of experience from the 
last Great War. Borrowing in this instance, is a 
means only of bridging the margin between the a- 

mable by taxes and the actwar 
amount needed to. pay the costs of a-government’at 
war in defence of freedom. 


Recognizing the pitfalls of her experience in 
the last war, Canada, on this occasion, is facing 
the problem of war financing in forthright man- 
ner. Canada’s financial machinery has enabled her 
to set a course at the outset of the new world war 
that would have been virtually impossible in 1914; 
it will enable the Canadian people to avoid many 
of the demoralizing consequences of war, and post- 
war readjustments, such as befell Canada and many 
other countries in the last great conflict. 

This war is to be paid for, in so far as possi- 
ble, as it is fought, rather than’'to hazzard a repe- 
tition of inflationary price movements Spiralling to 
to an inevitable and expensive day of reckoning. 
For the past 20 years, Cariada and other countries 
have been paying the price of inadequate machin- 
ery, lack of precedent and foresight in financing the 
last war. 
hensive taxation system and the financial machinery 
required for exercising the control that is necessary 

to carry out a policy that will finance the heavy 

expenditures involved under wartime conditions 
without giving rise to unfortunate maladjustments 
and their inevitable aftermath. 


In recent years, Canada has pursuec a mo- 
erate policy of expansion incompany with the Un 
ited Kingdom, Sweden and certain other countries, 
In consequence of that policy, Canada was able t» 
revers. the deflationary trend of the early Jepres- 
sion years and to facilitate an expansion in national 
production and business activity that has been more 
consistent and prolonged than in many other coun- 
tries. She has also effected a general 1econstruc- 
tion of her debts through refunding loans at lower 
interest rates and. has. repatriated, during the last 
five years, over $900 millions of Canadian debt held 
abroad. The net result has been to effect a sub- 
stantial decrease in the cost of Government debt 
and to strengthen greatly Canada’s credit position. 

The new war loan, like probably all loans 
floated by Canada during this war, wili be on a 
domestic basis. Canadians will provide the prin- 
cipal and receive the interest. The debt will be 
owed to ourselves in Canadian funds, and will, 
therefore , not give rise to the difficult exchange 
‘problems and real: burdens to the country which

FARMERS DEBTS 


Debts of Alberta farmers originally 
amounting to $29,5150,266 have been 
reduced to $177,165,607 under the 
Farmer's Creditors’ Arrangement Act, 
according to an announcement by 
Chief Justice Mitchell, chairman of 
the board of review. This represents 
a reduction of $12,354,759 since 1934 
when the act went into torce. Total 
of 3,652 cases have been examined in 
the six year period, it was revealed, 
resulting jn an average reduction of 
$3,383 per farmer.
